Language Training Importance 


Stressed B yE nglish Department 


(Ed. Note—This is the fifth in 
a series of articles written by Jane 
Lindemuth, El Don feature writer, 
to acquaint students with the var- 
ious departments of the college.) 


- According to T. H. Glenn, head 
of SAC’s English department, 
there is no more important tool 
in the communication of thought 
than that of the spoken and writ- 
ten word. Language is used con- 
stantly in our own thinking, in ac- 
quiring the thoughts of others, and 
in comunicating our own __ ideas. 
The English department, through 
its varied program of courses in 
fundamental English, literature, 
creative writing, and speech, aims 
to give-students a better command 
of the English language and to in- 
crease their skill in the use of this 
very important tool. 


In addition to his courses in 
English 70, 1A, and 1B, Glenn is 
perhaps best noted for his litera- 
ture classes which he alternates, 
giving world literature one year 
and Shakespeare the next. Glenn 
is president of the Junior College 
Association of Southern California 
and is a world traveler, going to 
Europe each summer as a conduc- 
tor of tours through points of in- 
terest. 

Creative writing is the field in 
which Miss Lota Blythe specializes. 
Among topics covered in her day 
and evening classes on this subject* 
are magazine article, short story, 
and verse writing. In addition to 
play and radio script writing in 


the day classes, a study of the 
construction of the novel is made 
during the evening course. “Blythe 
Pensters,” a literary club com- 
posed of the more talented mem- 


bers of the evening class, meet 
once a month to discuss the latest 
novels and to criticize their own 
material. 


Guest speakers such as Mrs. Ro- 
bert Christianson and Mrs. A. M. 
Fickes, verse and article writers, 
and Allan Vaughn Elston, local 
author whose latest book is “The 
Sheriff -of San Miguel,” visit the 
evening class from time to time. 
Lectures by these experienced 
writers give the students of cre- 
ative writing a look at the prob- 
lems of the writer of today. ‘‘Tav- 


ern Tattlers,” a student organiza- 
tion which each spring publishes 
the “Tavern Post,” a magazine of 
student written short stories, ar- 
ticles, and verse is sponsored by 
Miss Blythe and T. H. Glenn, de- 
partment head. Tales of Miss 
Blythe’s travel experiences during 
her summer tour of England and 
France give the literature derived 
from these countries new meaning 
in the eyes of her students. 


In addition to her English 
courses (70, 1A, and 1B) Mrs. 
Gail Smith teaches contemporary 
literature. Color and interest are 
combined in her classes. Mrs. 
Smith studied English literature 
at Stanford. Travel in Mexico ap- 
peals to her since she spent her 
summer vacation there and plans 
to revisit the country this Christ- 
mas.
